NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—An affidavit 
setting forth an information and belief

preme Court today by Howard Gould. 

The affidavit declares that Miss Clem- 
mons told Mr. Gould that her relations 
with Cody were purely of a business 
nature, but that he has since learned 
that this was not true.

Dunne Tells His tSory. 

Dunne and Cook had been drinkivug to- 
gether nearly two days, he testified, anc 
had been quarreling for hours over the 
possession of a whisky flask, when Cook 
dragged him into the alley and threat- 
ened to «ill him. 

“He was older than I am,” Dunne 
Said, “‘but he was lots bigger. He 
weighed about 19) pounds, and I only 
weigh about 145. He picked up a club 
and struck at me, and then I picked up 
another and struck back. Our clubs 


[met the first time, then I got in a good 


lick and knocked him down. 

“f went into the saloon at the corner, 
where we had drunk together, and 
washed the blood off my hands and tried 
to clean my clothes. Then I went home. 
I wouldn't have hurt him if he hadn't 
said he would kill me and tried to hit 
me with that stick. I was afraid, and 
had to protect myself.”’ 

Under Hot Cross-Fire. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Newton 
cross-examined Dunne sharply aa to his 
former statement that he was not with 
Cook when the fatal fight took place, 
and asked if his new version of the 
tragedy wasn't due to the testimony of 
Ida May Bunting. Dunne said it was 
not. 

Dunne was tried for killing his aged 
companion and was sentenced to 12 years 
in the Penitentiary on a second-degree 
verdict. He obtained an order for a 
new ‘trial. Meanwhile information 
reached the Circuit Attorney's office 
thac.a little girl had witnessed the as- 
saulit and investigation added Ida May 
Bunting’s name to the list of State wit- 
nesses.

FEDERAL LAWYER WINS 





Objection Made by Krum Is 
Sustained in United | 
States Court. 





Judge Carland put the lid on Edward 
G. Lewis’ so-calied ‘‘oratorical display”’ 
Thursday when he ruled that the pub- 
lisher should not read a long document 
presented to the Court “if it were 
merely the purpose of the attorneys for 
the defendant to have him exhibit his 
oratorical powers to the jury.” 

Judge Krum, of counsel for the Gov- 
ernment, presented some documents 
and then Lewis’ attorneys asked him to 
read a long statement made to postal 
inspectors by Lewis when the investiga- 
tion into the affairs of the People's 
Bank was begun. 

Judge Krum said attorneys should road 
it themselves. Attorney O’Brien of 
Lewis’ counsel, took up the exhibit and 
handed it to Lewis, who stood up to 
read it to the jury. 

Judge Krum jumped to his feet. At- 
torney O'Brien smiled as Judge Krum 
entered strenuous objections to Lewis’ 
reading. Judge Carland, then ordered 
the Government attorney to read, since 
they had introduced the exhibit, or have 
the document stricken out of the rec- 
ord. 

Reads It in Monotone. 

Judge Krum, in a monotonous tone, 
began the reading after Judge Barclay, 
senior; counsel for Lewis, ‘‘respectfully 
excepted’ to Judge. Carland’s intima- 
tion as to Lewis’ oratorical powers.’’ 

At the afternoon session of court, 
Wednesday, Agsistant Postmaster 
James L. Stice, who was a Postoffice 
inspector when the Lewis investigation 
began in 190, testified as to his work 
and made one of the best witnesses for 
the Government so far examined. 

Stice identified a copy of the Post-Dis- 


= of May 31, 1905, in which the Lewis 
nvestigation by the Government was ex- 
clusively told in its every detail. 

Attorney O’Brien, who was cross-ex- 
amining Stice, showed the witness a 
copy of the Post-Dispatch in which the 
exclusive article appeared, and asked 
mel if he read it at the time it hap- 
pene 
“We'll admit he reads the Post-Dis- 
patch,”’ said Judge Krum, Government 
counsel, ‘‘everybody reads the Post- 
Dispatch.”’ 

Asked About Article. 

Stice was asked if he could identify 
statements in the Post-Dispatch article 
as parts of-his report to the Postoffice 
Department onthe Lewis cases. 

He said that while he could not 
identify any of the statements as ver- 
batim parts of the report, much of the 
substance in the news article was simi- 


in the story were developed later. In- 
asmuch as Stice did not identify the 
statements as parts of the report, Judge 
Carland did not permit Lewis’ attor- 
neys to read from them. 

Mr. Stice said that at the time of his

Interest among officials at the City 
Hall centers in the action which the 
City Council is expected to take when 
the special committee which has in- 
vestigated Councilman Al R. Thom- 
son’s part in cleaning the Council 
Chamber at a cost of $965, makes its 
report Friday afterenoon. 

By agreement among the members 
of the committee no hint of its find- 
ings will be made pubHec until the 
Council goes into session at 6 p. m. 
Friday. Chairman O’Brien has an- 
nounced, however, that there will be 
another meeting of the committee at 
4 p. m., to defermine the form which 
their report will take. 

From the expressions of Council- 
men Crunden and Norvell in the City 
Council and during the inquiry, it is 
not hard to predict that they will vote 
to hold Thomson culpably negligent 
of his duty as chairman of the com- 
mittee which was supposed to have 
let the contracts and oversee the 
work. 

O’Brien, it is believed, will consent 
to that statement, but will oppose any 
recommendation as to the ouster of 
Thomson. 

Both Sides Embarrassed. 

The failure to clothe the committee 
with judicial powers and the right to 
recommend acquittal or dismissal of 
the charges is felt to have embar- 
raassed both Thomson's friends and 
those who believe he should be ex- 
pelled. It will mean that the debate 
touching the committee’s report will 
be practically a traversing of all the 
charges and recriminations heard by 
the committee. / 

The testimony of Councilman Hau- 
schulte, as a witness before the com- 
mittee, that he would have consented 
to Councilman Linde’s ge lage the 
contract, has been helpful to hom- 
son’s cause. It leaves Hauschulte little 
excuse for censuring Thomsen for hav- 
ing done what Hauschulte approved. 
Councilman Moellman and Councilman 
Ewing also are pretty certain to oppose 
vigorous measures against ‘1 homson. 


What Inquiry Shows. 
The showing against Themson as 
















made at the inquiry is that Linde sug- 
gested to him the introduction of a 
resolution authorizing the renovation;

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—A Pennsy!l- 
vania railroad locomotive developed a 
speed of 89.4 miles an hour over a seven- 
, mile stretch of track, defeating one of

/ the specially built track near Clayton, 
N. J., by 20 miles to the hour. 

The gigantic electric engine was first 
tried and ran the distance at 69 miles 
an hour. The big steam locomotive 
was then brought on ‘the track, and 
when it had disappeared in the dust 
and steam the electric indicator at the 
station at Clayton spun around until 
the needle indicated a speed of 89.4.
